IHTRODUCTIOH 

This  appendix  contains  statistical  "breakdo-vms  of  the  various 
answer  categories  to  the  questions  used  in  Report  No.  C-16,  Series  No.  5i 
"Factors  in  'Test  Berlin  Morale,   Part  II  -  Political  Factors". 

The  inclusion  of  this  information  in  the  report  itself,  while 
undoubtedly  adding  to  fuller  delineation  of  respondents'  opinion  on 
the  subject  iinder  study,  would  have  taken  its  toll  in  lengthening 
the  report.  The  "missing"  data  are  therefore  made  available  in 
separate  form  for  those  interested  readers  who  will  not  bo  as  easily 
discouraged. 

The  reader  is  again  reminded  that  the  sample  consisted  of 
1,098  cases  of  West  Berliners  18  years  of  age  aaid  over,  who  were 
selected  according  to  strict  probability  procedures.   Interviewing 
was  carried  out  by  DIVO  -  Marktforschung  -  Meinungsforschung  - 
Sozialforschung,  Frankfurt  am  Main/Bad  Godesberg,  during  the  period 
March  3  to  March  29,  1958.
